They  are  twelve  miles  distant  from  the  Scottsburg  Depot  of  the  Richmond  and 
Danville  Railroad,  at  which  point  visitors  from  the  South  leave  the  trains,  and 
seven  miles  from  Clarksville,  the  terminus  of  the  Richmond  and  Mecklenburg  Rail¬ 
road,  from  which  points  visitors  are  promptly  transferred  to  the  Springs  by  an 
excellent  line  of  stages. 

The  group  contains  three  Springs,  which  are  known  as  Nos.  1,  2  and  8  respec¬ 
tively. 

This  Water  is  without  taste  or  odor,  to  distinguish  it  from  ordinary  drinking  water, 
and  there  is  no  danger  in  drinking  it  freely. 

The  hotel  accommodations  are  sufficient  to  comfortably  entertain  250  guests.

Dr.  Sydney  Ringer,  in  “Hand-Book  of  Therapeutics,”  says:  “Dr.  Garrod  em¬ 
ploys  strong  solutions  of  the  Litliia  Salts  to  remove  Gouty  enlargements  ;  lie  thinks 
that  Litliia  Salts  formed  with  the  Uric  Acid  passes  into  the  Blood,  and  that  in  this 
way  Gout  Stones  are  reduced.”  He  also  states,  “That  Dr.  W.  Roberts,  of  Man¬ 
chester,  England,  has  by  many  careful  experiments  shown,  that  Uric  Acid  Calculi 
may  probably  be  dissolved  in  the  Bladder  if  the  urine  is  maintained  Alkaline  for  some 
weeks,  and  in  this  connection  states,  that  Carbonate  of  Potash  is  frequently  employed 
to  render  the  urine  Alkaline.” 

It  is  well  established,  then,  'by  medical  authorities  that  both  the  Potash  and 
Lithia  Salts  are  possessed  of  special  virtue  as  Solvents  of  Uric  Acid  Calculi.  This 
being  the  case,  it  may  naturally  be  supposed  that  the  combination  of  the  tioo  salts  in 
Nature’s  Laboratory  gives  a  Solvent  of  Uric  Acid,  or  “  Gout  Stones,”  far  more  effica¬ 
cious  than  either  one  of  them  separately.  Fortunately,  however,  we  are  not  left  to 
theory  as  to  the  value  of  this  Water  as  a  Solvent  of  Stone  in  the  Bladder.  Experience, 
the  only  infallible  test  of  any  remedy,  has  thoroughly  established  its  claim  as  a  Solvent, 
not  only  of  the  Uric  Acid,  but  of  the  White  Phosphatic  Deposits  as  well.  It  is  frankly 
conceded  that  the  Solvent  action  of  this  Water  in  the  White  Phosphatic  Deposits  is 
not  so  susceptible  of  satisfactory  explanation  as  in  the  case  of  the  Uric  Acid  Deposit.

It  has  been  found  exceedingly 
valuable  in  the  preparation  of  Artificial  Food  for  Infants,  added  one-fourth  or  one- 
third,  as  maybe,  to  cow’s  milk,  where  it  was  acid  or  was  thrown  up  in  caseous 
masses.  Caseine  is  the  constituent  of  milk,  which,  for  the  most  part,  disagrees  with 
infants.  Its  dilution,  however,  with  this  Water  secures  the  digestion  and  absorp¬ 
tion  of  the  caseine,  making  it  a  valuable  substitute  for  the  mother’s  milk,  where 
oftentimes,  but  for  such  dilution,  it  would  not  be  admissible  at  all. 

Dr.  Hunter  McGuire,  late  Professor  of  Surgery,  Richmond,  Va.,  Medical  College, 
says  of  this  Water:  “For  some  time  I  have  been  using  it  in  the  preparation 
of  artificial  food  for  infants.

This  is  the  principal  reason  why  the 
milk  of  cows' disagrees  with  many  babies,  and  lime  water  is  often  added  to  this 
milk  to  correct  the  acidity.  1  believe  the  long-continued  use  of  lime  water  is  hurtful 
to  digestion,  and  last  summer,  when  I  was  feeding  two  of  my  own  children  on 
colv’s  milk,  and  found  the  nurse  adding  lime  water  to  prevent  colic  and  intes¬ 
tinal  derangement,  which  the  food  otherwise  produced,  I  directed  her  to  use  No.  2 
Buffalo  Lithia  Water  in  preparing  the  children’s  food,  with  immediate  and  con¬ 
tinued  good.

Dr.  J.  J.  Moorman,  Professor  of  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Hygiene  in  Washing¬ 
ton  University,  Baltimore,  Member  of  the  Medico-Chirurgical  Society  of  Maryland, 
etc.,  in  his  popular  work  on  the  “Mineral  Springs  of  North  America,”  in  referring 
to  this  Spring,  says  :  “The  analysis  of  the  Water  shows  it  to  be  a  Sulphated  Chaly¬ 
beate.”

This  is  a  Ferruginous  Water,  containing  Carbonate  of  Iron  and  Carbonic  Acid, 
and  is  indicated  in  Chlorosis  and  Anaemia,  to  supply  to  the  blood  the  material 
which  is  deficient. 

Dr.  Roberts  Bartholow  recommends  especially  the  Ferruginous  Waters  contain¬ 
ing  Carbonate  of  Iron  and  Carbonic  Acid.  Unlike  most  waters  of  this  character, 
this  Water  is  Purgative.

For  Menstrual  Irregularities  uncomplicated  by  organic  disease, 
I  regard  it  as  a  sovereign.  One  case,  accompanied  by  periodical  Hysterical  Mania , 
was  entirely  relieved  by  the  use  of  this  Water  for  a  few  months,  and  now  after  the 
lapse  of  two  years  the  young  lady  enjoys  perfect  health.

From  four  to  eight  glasses  of  the  ordinary  size  per  day  is  about  the  average  quantity 
of  these  Waters  taken  by  invalids,  and  this  is  supposed  to  be  sufficient  in  most  cases.  | 
Many  persons,  however,  take  a  larger  quantity.  In  Disorders  of  the  Stomach  es-  I 
pecially,  the  lesser  quantity  has  often  been  productive  of  great  good.  In  Gout,  ! 
Rheumatism,  Stone,  Gravel  or  Eczema  it  should  be  taken  freely. 

It  is  impossible  to  prescribe  a  standard  that  would  be  applicable  to  all  cases.  Ex¬ 
perience  will,  perhaps,  prove  the  best  guide  in  the  matter.  Nor  can  any  general 
rule  be  laid  down  as  to  the  length  of  time  for  which  the  Water  should  be  used. 
While  in  some  cases  it  is  prompt  in  its  action,  in  others  it  requires  continuous  use  for 
months  to  make  any  decided  impression  upon  the  system. 

One  or  two  goblets,  of  the  ordinary  size,  of  this  Water,  taken  an  hour  before 
meols  (and  where  more  than  one  is  taken,  they  should  be  taken  at  intervals  of  a 
half  hour),  increases  the  production  of  the  acid  gastric  juice,  and  promotes  both  the 
appetite  and  the  digestion. 

A  goblet  taken  during  or  after  meals  prevents  or  arrests  the  fermentations  which 
in  certain  morbid  conditions  of  the  stomach  take  place  in  the  foods  in  the  process  of 
digestion.  It  is  not,  of  course,  suggested  that  the  same  individual  should  take  the 
Water  at,  during  and  after  meals,  but  simply  indicate  several  appropriate  times  for 
taking  it,  to  be  selected  between,  according  to  circumstances  and  individual 
;  experience. 

Many  persons  who  cannot  ordinarily  use  milk  or  cream  will  find  that,  by  adding 
from  a  fourth  to  a  third  part  of  the  Water,  they  are  made  not  only  acceptable  but 
valuable  articles  of  diet.  It  has  been  found  useful  in  the  preparation  of  artificial 
food  for  infants,  as  a  preventive  of  Colic  and  intestinal  derangement,  adding  the 
Water  to  milk  until  it  loses  its  acidity  and  becomes  neutral  or  alkaline.  For  this  pur¬ 
pose  a  decided  preference  is  expressed  for  it  over  lime  water,  for  the  reason  that  the 
long -continued  use  of  the  latter  is  regarded  as  hurtful  to  digestion.

TISES  Lithia  Water,  Spring  No.  2,  with  the  object,  evidently,  ot'  confound¬ 
ing  it  in  the  public  mind  with  Buffalo  Lithia  Water,  Spring  No.  2.

Occasionally  one  or  two  bottles  will  be  found  in  a  case  in  which  Sulphvreted 
Hydrogen  has  been  generated  after  packing,  giving  to  the  Water  the  taste  and  odor  of 
a  sulphur  water.  Complaint  is  often  made  of  a  vegetable  substance,  sometimes 
f  ound  floating  in  the  bottles.  This  has  been  the  result  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the , 
Bottlers,  and  in  future  will  be  obviated.  The  Water  is  as  pure  as  crystal  at  the 
Springs.  In  case  Water  is  found  with  this  substance  in  it,  straining  it  through  linen 
cloth  will  remove  it.
